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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1963. 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  population  indicates  an 
increase  of  100.  As  a matter  of  interest  the  corresponding  past  years' 
and  population  figures  are  quoted: 

1950  Population  of  the  Urban  District  was  1,889 

1955  Population  of  the  Urban  District  was  2,000 

i960  Population  of  the  Urban  District  was  2,090 

1962  Population  of  the  Urban  District  was  2,070 

1963  Population  of  the  Urban  District  was  2,170 

There  was  an  increase  of  10  houses  within  the  Urban  District  during 
1963.  The  Council  itself  had  no  completed  dwellings  to  record  (but  plans 
and  construction  had  been  instituted) . 

The  Rateable  Value  showed  a marked  increase,  from  £30,256  to  £74,337, 
while  the  Penny  Rate  wont  up  from  £100  to  £300.  Again  as  a point  of  inter- 
est, during  1953  the  Rateable  Value  was  £10,617  and  the  Penny  Rate  was  only 
£41. 


The  main  causes  of  death  within  the  Urban  District  was  again  due  to 
heart  diseases,  this  being  the  general  cause  throughout  the  country.  The 
standard  of  health  of  all  inhabitants  was  again  excellent  and  appreciation 
is  felt  for  the  recommendable  professional  work  and  co-operation  of  the 
General  Practitioners,  Health  Visitors  and  District  Nurses. 

The  Public  Health  Inspector1 s report  indicates  a very  satisfactory 
state  in  the  Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban  District.  There  is  a 
marked  increase  in  his  visits  and  supervision  with  regard  to  house  defects 
and  nuisances,  works  progress,  meat  and  food  inspections,  and  his  obser- 
vations regarding  the  Refuse  Disposal  should  be  noted.  It  is  iny  desire  to 
compliment  and  thank  him  for  his  excellent  service. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Clerk  for  his  sincere  and  pleasing  co-operation 
in  all  matters  concerning  the  health  enviroment  of  the  district.  Also, 
the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  interest,  con- 
fidence, and  pleasant  co-operation.
